rnal Abdel Nasser. 
All dispatches from Egypt indi­ 
cated that Nasser would not budge 
from his stand that the Suez Ca 
aal was and must remain Egyp­ 
tian 
although Egyptian 
govern­ 
ment sources said he was anxious 
to negotiate a compromise settle­ 
ment. 
Egyptian 
sources 
in Cairo de­ 
nounced 
the Anglo-French 
deci­ 
sion to move troops to Cyprus as 
“crude 
pressure” 
and 
said it 
would have no effect on the firm 
Egyptian stand.

prepared to fly to Cairo Sunday 
for talks with Nasser on the Dul­ 
les plan to place the canal under 
international control.

Killed, I Hurt 


Canadian Pacific 
Airliner Hits Near 
Cold Bay and Burns 


COLD BAAL Alaska (W—A Canad­ 
ian Pacific DC6B airliner crashed 
and burned 3 'i miles south of the 
landing field here early today and 
15 of the 22 persons aboard the 
plane were killed. 
, Witnesses said the plane crashed 
about 20 feet above sea level and 
about 1,000 feet from the shore of 
the north Pacific Ocean as it was 
coming 
in to land. 
The 
plane 
caught fire and burned after it 
crashed. 
The airliner, carrying 14 pas­ 
sengers and 8 crew members, left 
Vancouver, B. C., at 6:30 p. rn. CST 
Wednesday en route to Tokyo. 
It 
was scheduled to refuel here. 
Cold Bay is a little wilderness 
community at the lower end of 
the Alaska peninsula near Unimak 
Island, approximately 
390 
miles 
west of Kodiak Island. 
A spokesman for Reeves Aleu­ 
tian Airlines, who witnessed the 
crash, said four of the seven sur­ 
vivors were in critical condition. 
I The other three were in fair condi­ 
tion. 
The survivors included a child 
and the captain, co-pilot, navigator 
: and a stewardess.

AFL-CIO high command gave its 
140 affiliated unions authority to­ 
day to prevent racketeers from 
operating in organized labor. 
An 
ultimatum 
issued by 
the 
merged 
union's 28-member 
Ex­ 
ecutive Council ir the course of a 
four-day meeting at this mountain 
resort outlined a pattern for the 
affiliates to follow. 
It instructed the affiliates to is­ 
sue local charters only where they 
have application? for membership 
from groups of bona fide employes 
and to deny charters to individ­ 
uals. 
The action was at least related 
to past AFL-CIO connections of 
Johnny Dioguardia, alias Johnny 
Dio, who has been charged with 
masterminding 
the acid-blinding 
of labor columnist Victor Riesel 
last April. 
AFL-CIO P r e s i d e n t George 
Meany, terming the issuing 
of 
charters to individuals “one of the 
sore 
spots in organized 
labor,” 
noted that Dio once held three lo­ 
cal union charters from the old 
AFL Auto Workers Union. 
These charters were withdrawn 
in 1953 on orders of the AFL Ex­ 
ecutive Council.

Co-op Ready to 
Buy Rosiclare 
Power System 


SEI EC Exercises 
Option; Mutt Ba 
Approved by REA 


Members of the Board of Direc­ 
tors of the Southeastern Illinois 
Electric Co-op have executed an 
option of agreement to purchase 
the electric distributive system in 
Rosiclare, Tom Clevenger, SEIEC 
manager, stated today. 


The distributive system in Rosi­ 
clare is owned by the Rosiclare 
Lead and Fluorspar Mining Co., 
and the option allows the SEIEC 
to make the purchase for $40,000. 
Before the sale is completed, the 
terms must be approved by REA 
officials in Washington, D. C., but 
no delay in the approval is ex­ 
pected and the SEIEC plans to 
take over the Rosiclare system in 
about 60 days, Mr. Clevenger stat­ 
ed. 
About two weeks ago SEIEC of­ 
ficials made the $40,000 offer to 
the Rosiclare Lead and Fluorspar 
Mining Co., and the offer was ac­ 
cepted. Tuesday at a SEIEC board 
meeting the option was executed 
and forwarded to Washington. 
There 
are approximately 
500 
electric users supplied by the Rosi­ 
clare plant. 
The purchase includes the entire 
distributive system of poles, wires

Stevenson Owes Plenty to Reuther, 
Who Pushed Labor Endorsement of Adlai

WASHINGTON im — The Auto 
Workers* Walter 
P. 
Reuther has 
just won 
another round in 
the 
great game of labor politics. 
If 
you were to pick toda: the leader 
of organized labor to whom Adlai 
E. Stevenson owes the largest debt 
of gratitude, it would have to be 
this same Reuther. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver is indebted 
to Reuther, too, but not so much. 
The immediate story probably be­ 
gins back there in 
June 
when 
Reuther held a press conference 
here. 
For those who are not yet 
wholly aware of Reuther, 
he is 
head man of 
the 
United 
Auto 
Workers and No. 2 man 
in 
the 
combined 
AFL-CIO 
of 
which 
George Meany is president 
Reuther told the newsmen last 
June that he supported Stevenson 
for 
the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination. He didn’t say it very 
loud or the reporters didn’t hear 
him too 
distinctly, because the 
word failed to ?et 
around 
as it 
should. 
Announce! Per Stevenson

Democrats assembled in Chicago 
for their nominating convention. 
Reuther announced again for Ste­ 
venson and rang all bells. 
The 
bells rang because Reuther was 
bucking 
his governor 
by then. 
Gov. G. Mennen (Soapy) Williams 
was 
counted 
among 
the 
stop- 
Stevenson group and had arrang­ 
ed to have the Michigan 
delega­ 
tion pledged to himself as a favo 
rte son. 
Four times elected governor of 
Michigan, 
Williams 
could 
and 
probably did aspire to one place 
or another on the national ticket 
He opposed Stevenson on charges 
that he was too moderate in his 
approach to public issues. When 
Reuther announced for Stevenson, 
the governor said, in effect, that 
he and the state's delegation were 
unimpressed. 
Midway in the convention, how­ 
ever, the Michigan delegation met 
in emergency caucus and under 
Reuther’s pressure dumped Wil­ 
liams as a favorite son. Big Mich 
igan threw ;ts ’ otes to Stevenson 
and at that point the candidacy of 
Gov. Averell 
Harriman 
for the 
Democratic 
presidential nomina­ 


tion began to brake toward a sud­ 
den stop. 
From 
the outside 
looking in, 
Reuther would appear to be a bet­ 
ter, smarter, more ingressive poli­ 
tician than four times Governor 
Williams. 
And he would seem to 
be more powerful than the gover 
nor in the councils of the Demo­ 
cratic Party in the state of Mich­ 
igan. 
Stevenson owes Reuther quite a 
hunk of thanks for the action of 
the Michigan caucus. 
He is fur­ 
ther indebted +o Reuther for the 
action of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council 
in voting 
to endorse the 
Stevenson • Kefauver presidential 
ticket. 
The council made that de­ 
cision 
Monday at Forest 
Park, 
Pa. 
> 
Reuther was a spark-plug of me 
endorsement proposition. It was 
his resolution which brought en­ 
dorsement about. Not even Reutb- 
er would claim that the council 
action or any subsequent labor ac­ 
tion will deliver the union vote to 
the Democratic presidential ticket 
in November.

CHICAGO OIB — A number of 
prospective candidates loomed on 
the political horizon today as pos­ 
sible replacements for Herbert C. 
Paschen, who resigned under pres­ 
sure as Illinois’ Democratic can­ 
didate for governor. 
Paschen, also Cook County (Chi­ 
cago) 
treasurer, 
stepped 
down 
from the top spot on the state tick­ 
et following charges about a politi­ 
cal “welfare fund” in his office. 
His resignation alsc was a sub­ 
mission to the powerful Democrat­ 
ic Chicago machine and downstate 
party leaders who felt the investi­ 
gation of his office fund by fed­ 
eral and local authorities made him 
a liability on the ticket 
Central Committee Meeting 
Meanwhile, state party Chairman 
James A. Ronan said the 25-man 
central committee 
will meet in 
Springfield Tuesday, the atate cap­ 
ital, to pick a successor to Paschen. 
Several names hive been men­ 
tioned as possible candidates to 
face Republican Gov. William G. 
Stratton in the November election. 
Chief factor in the selection of t 
new candidate probably will bn «n 
ability to aid presidential nomine* 
Adlai E. Stevenson earry his honan 
state against President Eisenhower. 
Considered likely successors to 
Paschen are Stephen A. Mitchell, 
I a Stevenson protege and former 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee who had earlier 
sought the party nomination; Mor­ 
ris B. Sachs, Chicago merchant and 
city treasurer, who gave Paschen 
a stiff primary battle for the nomi­ 
nation; Cook County Judge Otto 
Kerner, who has a strong following 
downstate; Joseph Lohman, Cook 
County sheriff; Edward J. Barrett, 
Cook County clerk and also a good 
downstate vote-getter, and Illinois 
Supreme Court Justice Walter V. 
Schaefer. 
Sachs Confident 
Sachs told newsmen, “I’m the 
only one who can beat Stratton. 
I’m a proven man who can get 
the votes o u t” 
Paschen 
handed newsmen his 
withdrawal statement Wednesday 
15 minutes before he was sched­ 
uled to gnawer questions by investi­ 
gators of the U. S. Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee about the 
fund. 
The resignation came about 
I 24 hours after he had appeared be­ 
fore a county grand jury probing 
the fund. 
In his statement, the white-hair­ 
ed treasurer asked the Democratic 
State Central Committee to accept 
his resignation as a candidate for 
governor “and to proceed with the 
selection of a successor.”

Langlie'* Calm Appraisal

WHEN Gov. Arthur Langlie of 
Washington spoke from the 
Re­ 
publican rostrum in San Francis­ 
co, he could talk about the rec­ 
ord of a party in power. This has 
both advantages and disadvant­ 
ages. 
AU politicians bidding for high 
office are expected to say what 
they will do if elected. 
But it is 
no little help to be able to point 
to deeds already done — as 
an 
earnest of good faith. 
On the other hand, no adminis­ 
tration ever gets through a period 
of 
incumbency without 
making 
mistakes, especially in these com­ 
plex times. Its errors are the op­ 
position’s ammunition, and some­ 
times require painful explanation. 
But if Langlie was troubled by 
this customary handicap, he did 
not abow it in his keynote ad­ 
dress. 
True 
to the 
keynoter’s 
tradition, he ignored his party’* 
shortcomings and dwelt at length 
upon what he considered the posi­ 
tive achievements of President 
Eisenhower’s regime. 


The historian’? appraisal natur­ 
ally will differ from such a pre­ 
sentation. 
But few citizens who 
understand the inspirational pur- 
pose of the keynote speech would 
express 
surprise 
that 
Langlie 
dealt in some of the party exag­ 
gerations which are the hallmark 
of these talks. 
Probably not many Americans 
are likely to decide their Novem­ 
ber voting stance on the basis of 
comparison 
between Democratic 
and Republican keynoters. If any 
should, the GOP on balance might 
gain a little additional favor. 
For Langlie’s calm, deliberate 
speech-making 
lent 
an 
air 
of 
plausibility to his assertions. He 
spoke somewhat in the manner of | 
the trusted attorney assuring the 
family that the estate 18 in fine 
shape 
and 
everybody 
wUl 
be 
taken care of. 
It did not hurt his case that 
this particular estate—the United 
States—is currently being 
man­ 
aged by Mr. Eisenhower, a man 
in whom millions of Americans 
place great faith. 


Some might imagine that Lang­ 
lie 
intentionally sought to con­ 
trast 
bis speech 
with the fire- 
breathing effort of his Democratic 
counterpart, Gov. Frank Clement 
Tennessee, 
lie may have been 
mindful of that aspect. 
But the 
evidence suggests basically that 
‘ Langlie 
spoke according 
to his 
nature, as did Clement the week 
before. 
In the end, most Americans will 
not trouble to sift through the 
comments of the Messrs. Langlie 
and Clement searching for 
the 
grains of truth. They will be at­ 
tuning their ears instead to the 
declarations of President 
Eisen­ 
hower and Adlai Stevenson, and 
watching closely the barometers 
of the country’s condition as the 
election approaches.

SPRINGFIELD (El!) — Possible 
annual sessions of the state legis­ 
lature and requirements that state 
officers make reports of campaign 
contributions were under study to­ 
day in the wake of the Orville E. 
Hodge scandal. 
The 
proposals were 
discussed 
here Wednesday by the State Budg­ 
etary Commission, which met to 
hear progress reports from its staff 
investigators 
and 
State 
Auditor 
Lloyd Morey. 
The commission chairman, Sen. 
Everett R. Peters (R-Si. Joseph) 
said after two months of investiga­ 
tion it was time to draft a report 
on “how Hodge did it and why he 
did it, with recommendations to 
prevent such a thing happening 
again.” 
Discussing a possible campaign 
contribution law, Peters said it 
may be advisable for certain state 
officials, including the governor 
and the state auditor, to be re­ 
quired to file reports of campaign 
contributions which they make. 
He said some states have such 
a law, but the reports are limited 
to contributions above a certain 
amount, and to high state officials. 
Campaign contributions by ex 
Auditor Hodge figured prominent­ 
ly in his million dollar raid on the 
state treasury.
